RESIDENT HOOVER to- 
P aay signed the bill fixing 

working hours for postal 
2mployes at 44 hours a week. 
Announcing his approval, he 
said he intended to send to 
Songress a recommendation 
that a commission or the regu- 
lar committees of Congress in- 
vestigate means of increasing 
postoffice revenues. 

“At the present time,’ the 
President said, “it appears that 
the Postoffice Department will 
have a deficit of approximately 
$100,000,000. 

“This is largely due to in- 
crease in pay and the reduc- 
tion of working hours of postal 
employes,”’ 

It is only just to the coun- 
try, he said, that there should 
be some means of .increasing 
postal revenues to meet the in- 
creased expenditures.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—Inter- 
nal Revenue agents acted today to 
seize all available property of G. 
Bryan Pitts and his wife, Mrs. 
Gladys T. Pitts, in an effort to col- 


lect more than $2,000,000 in al- 
leged unpaid income taxes. 

Holding the Government eptitled 
to taxes 1926, 1927, 1928, 1930 and 
1931, the agents went to the courts 
to file liens on all the property 
owned by the pair in the District 
of Columbia, Maryland, Wisconsin, 
New York, Delaware and Florida. 

While Pitts, convicted of a con- 
spiracy to embezzle funds of the F. 
H. Smith Co. while serving as 
chairman of its board, sat in the 
District of Columbia jail, Florida 
agents filed a lien on Al Lado Del 
Mar, his $500,000 estate at Paim 
Beach. It was this costly home 
which the Department of Justice 
charged had been purchased in 
part with money embezzled from 
the Smith company. 

Washington agents were reported 
to be seeking to seize the expensive 
furs and jewelry of Mrs. Pitts. who 
is living at one of the city’s fash- 
ionable hotels. 

The agents also are trying 


of foreign government bonds which 
Pitts has been accused of purchas- 
ing with a view to leaving this 
country. 

The specific property sought in 
the respective states was not dis- 
closed. 

During his recent trial here, 
Pitts testified he. was the owner of 
a “country place’ in Montgomery 
County, Md. 

The revenue agents have been 
working undercover for several 
months to fix the amount of the 
tax claimed and to find property 
of the pair. 

Pitts recently was convicted along 
with two others—John H. Edwards 
Jr. and C. Elbert Anadale, both 
vice presidents of the Smith Co.— 
on a charge of conspiracy to em- 
bezzle company funds. Pitts and 
Edwards appealed from the verdict. 
Another indictment charging Dan- 
iel R. Crissinger, once a member of 
the Smith Co. board and a former 
Comptroller of the Currency, along 
with six others wiih conspiracy to 
use the mails to defraud, still is 
pending. 

Anadale and Pitts’ sentences were 
14 and nine years, respectively. Ed- | 
wards was sentenced to four years. ! 
He declined to appeal, and his term | 
was reduced to three years.

Prosecuting Attorney Nike Sevier 
of Cole County today said that he 
would make a careful study of the 
report of the Clay committee of 
the House, charging State Treas- 
urer Brunk wtih “high crimes and 
misdemeanors,” and that he would 
institute prosecution if any crim- 
inal act appears...to have taken 

place” within this Nittsdiction. 

The jurisdiction is céntthed to 
Cole County. It would not be 
necessary, however, to prove that 
al] the acts of an alleged  con- 
spiracy took place here.- Any one 
act essential to a conspiracy would 
suffice to establish venue. 

Of the two conspiracies charged 
by the committee against Brunk, 
it would seem that the one alleged 
to have related to the sale of bonds 


might be localized here. The other 
alleged conspiracy, with officers 
of the Bank of Aurora, might 
prove to be within the jurisdiction 
of Lawrence County, and in that 
case would have to be prosecuted 
there if at all, 

Speaker Nelson of the House con- 
ferred with Prosecuting Attorney 
Sevier in advance of the publica- 
tion of the committee’s report. He 
told the prosecutor that the Clay 
committee would furnish him a 
complete record of its evidence. 
The same record, it is assumed, 
would be furnished to any prose- 
cutor of another cOunty who might 
find ground for handling the case 
in his jurisdiction. 

Brunk’s Bank Deposits. 

In the taking of testimony in the 
Brunk investigation the committee 
devoted considerable time to an in- 
quiry into Brunk’s personal account 
in the First National Bank of Jef- 
ferson City. In its. summary 
report to the House of Representa- 
tives it made na reference te this 
part of the inquiry, though it in- 
cluded the evidence and exhibits in 
the printed record of testimony 
submitted. 

In the report, the committee re- 
ferred to Brunk’s salary as - State 
Treasurer, which. is $3000 a year 
plus fees for serving aS a mem- 
ber of various State boards. The 
fees for these additional services 
gmount to approximately $2000 a 
year. 

Willtam E. Zuendt, cashier of the 
First National Bank, was the wit- 
ness called to produce the record 
of Brunk’s personal account. This 
record, reproduced in the printed 


testimony, showed that during the}- 


first two years that Brunk was 
State Treasurer, 1929 and 1930, 
his deposits in this account aggre- 
gated $26,390.79. The deposit slips 
show that of this amount $15,782 
represented deposits of currency 
and $10,608.79 deposits of checks. 
$1200 Deposit in Currency. 

Representative Carter of the 
committee directed Zuendt’s atten- 
tion to the large number of de- 
posit tickets showing deposits of 
currency, and asked Zuendt wheth- 
er he could explain the reasons for 
the many deposits of that charac- 
ter. Zuendt replied that he could 
not, 

“Now 1 notice this one of July 
15, 1930, $1200 in currency?” 
asked Carter. ‘That is all cur- 
rency.” 

“Didn't it strike you rather odd 
that there was so much money de- 
posited In cash?” “It might be an 
unusual amount, but we cannot tell 
where the gash comes from.”

solve the liquor problem. 

‘Wagner's speech was the first 

attempt by any Senator at a com- 
prehensive appraisal of the Wick- 
ersham report. 
Estimating that in the elections 
of 1930 eleven and a quarter mil- 
lion votes were case for candidates 
committed to repeal of the eight. 
eenth amendment, or for repeal 
propositions, the New York Sena- 
tor said: 

Repeal Order of the Day. 
“Repeal is the order of the day. 
That is the realistic fact. 

“T have listened to repeated as- 
sertions of the doctrine of impos- 
sibility. You tell me repeal is im- 
possible. I answer you it is in- 
evitable. _You tell me that a small 
minority of the states can prevent 
it. I know they can, but I am sure 
they will not. 

“With the report of the Wicker- 
sham Commission in his hand, Mr. 
Hoover had a rare opportunity te 
exercise his prerogative and lead a 
grateful people eut of the morass 
of criminality, corruption and hy- 
pocrisy in which he have been 
bogged for 11 years. He has thrown 
it away. He made haste to dis- 
own the Commission he had him- 
self so hopefully created. 
Commission Rejected Hoover. 
“Before Mr. Hoover rejected the 
Commission the Commission had 
thoroughly and completely rejected 
yMr. Hoover. It was Mr. Hoover 
who attempted in each successive 
speech on the subject to dilute the 
prohibition inquiry in a general in- 
vestigation into law enforcement. 
The Commission discarded this 
thesis and treated prohibition as a 
unique problem, different from the 


problem of enforcement of the 
criminal law generally. The Com- 
mission deived deeply into the 


problem of enforceability. 

“It was President Hoover who 
cherished the great experiment. 
The Commission pronounced it a 
failure. The President has chosen 
to stay behind, the defender of an 
old order, a discredited cause.”’ 
Wagner described the report as 
“the beginning of the end” of pro- 
hibition. . 

Bumper Crop of Criminality. 
Citing the ‘‘ugly realities’”’ uncov- 
ered by the report, he said: | 
“The golden flow of profits hav- | 
ing its headwaters in the illicit 
liquor traffic has irrigated the 
whole soil of ciriminal activity and 
has caused it to yield a bumper, 
crop of every form of criminality. 
Engaged in the harvest are a host 
of racketeers, gangsters, and gun- 
men, who threaten the supremacy 

of organized law. 

Wagner pointed out that six of 
the eleven Commissioners in their 
separate reports reconmimended im- 
mediate revision, that four suggest- 
ed further trial of the present sys- 
tem and that one urged immediate 
repeal. , 

“There is nothing in this‘ poll, 
with its clear majority for immedi- 
ate revision and its greater major- 
ity for immediate change,’ he com- 
mented, ‘‘to explain or justify the 
language of the President in his 
message to Congress.’ 

Numerous bits of internal evi-. 
dence were adduced by the speaker | 
to prove that the report at one time 
contained an outright declaration 
for immediate revision of the 
eighteenth amendment. The lan- 
guage of the Commissioners at sev- 
eral points, he said, clearly indi- 
cated that the report was so drawn 
and later changed. 

Wagner's own proposal, after re- 
viewing the various recommenda- 
tions of the Commissioners, was 
“the repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment, accompanied by con- 
current action on the part of non- 
prohibition States to insure the 
conservation of the one achieve- 
ment of national prohibition (the 
elimination of the saloon.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—Assur-

J. Coechran of St» Louis today by 
the Federal Buflding Commission 
that there would be no unnecessary 
delay in starting work on the Post- 


Union Station. 

At present there is $1,600,000 
savailable for purchase of the site, 
and-Cochran said that the deficien- 
cy appropriations bill, to be report- 
ed tomgrrow by the House Appro- 
priations Committee, would contain 
$2,000,000 for the general building 
fund, a part of which will be avail- 
able for preliminary work in St. 
Louis such as the hirihg of outside 
architects and the clearing of the 
ground. 

“Immediately following the ad- 
journment of Congress,’’ Cochran 
said, “some member of the com- 
mission, most likely Fourth Assist- 
ant Postmaster-General John W. 
Philp, will visit St. Louis to confer 
with Terminal Railroad Co. officials 
regarding a tunnel between the 
proposed building and Union Sta- 
tion. The official also will confer 
with city officials “regarding the 
closing of streets and the transfer 
of certain grounds by the Govern- 


ment in return. 

“There will be work for unskilled 
workmen in clearing the ground. 
There seems to be no reason, pro- 


vided the - proper legislation is 
passed by the Board of Aldermen, 
why this site will nét be cleared 
and the plans ready for construc- 
tion of the building when the Con- 
gress meets in December.

{WEBSTER GROVES WILL 


VOTE ON CITY MANAGER 


Proposal Contained in New 
Charter; Both Sides Pre- 
sent Arguments. 


Residents of Webster Groves, in 
a special election March 10, will 
vote upon a proposed new charter 
which provides for employment of 
a city manager. The plan is spon- 
sored by a group of citizens headed 
by Walter V. Schols, who point eut 
that the population of more than 
16,000 credited to the city in the 
last census will make mandatory 
election of more commissioners and 


payment of larger salaries unless 
the city manager plan is adopted. 
Two Commissioners and a Mayor 


year, but the city’s new population 
classification would require clec- 
tion of three Commissioners and a 
Mayor, who would be paid a total 
of $7800 a year. The proposed new 
charter, as an alternative, provides 
for election of five Commissioners, 
who would receive nominal sala- 
ries, not to exceed $100 a year. 
They would be authorized te em- 
ploy a city manager. 

If the city manager plan is 
adopted, the five Commissioners 
who will serve ip that event w'll 
be chosen at the munfcipal elec- 
tion, April 7. If it ig defeated, 
three Commissioners and a Mayor 


to receive $150 a month and the 
Mayor $200. 


Manager Pian Arugment, 
Proponents of tle city manager 
plan argue that the smal! salaries 
to be paid elected officials under 
eharter they advocate will attract 
to public service a high type of of- 
ficial, whereas the increased sala- 
ries to be paid if the city manager 
plan is not approved, will encour- 
age men to seek office for mone- 
tary gain. 

Under the city manager proposal 
the commissioners would retain all 
legislative powers. The city man- 
ager would be the head of all ad- 
ministrative departments of the 
government except those of the 
City Clerk, Assessor and Treasurer, 
who would be named by and re- 
sponsible to the commissioners. The 
city manager would have authority 
to hire or discharge other city em- 
ployes, including the heads of the 
police, fire and streets depart- 
ments. . He would be himself sub- 
fect to summary dismissal by the 
commissioners. | 

View of Opposition. 

Opponents of the proposal say 
they afe satisfied with the admin- 
istration of the city’s business by 
elective commissioners, and think 
that too much authority would he 
concentrated in the hands of a city 
manager. They object also on the 
ground that a charter authorizing 
employment of a city manager must 
remain in force six years before it 
can be repealed. 

Those in favor of the change say 
that it will result in more econom- 
ical and efficient administration of 
the city’s business because the man- 
uger will be a trained well paid 
executive who will be required to 
devote his full time to the city’s 
needs. 

Both groups have held a number 
of public meetings to present their 
views. Mayor Wlison favors the 
city manager plan and Commission- 
ers Chapman and Forrester oppose 
it. Former Circuit Judge Lashly 
is among its proponents and Pro- 
bate Judge Hodgdon is a leader 


among those opposing it.

he did not believe graft stayed in 
the pockets of plain clothesmen 
and hangers-on at the Magistrates’ 


courts, and that he was determined 
to identify the men higher up.

NEW YORK, Feb. 17.—Harry 
Levey, stool pigeon, testified before 
Referee Samuel Seabury in the in- 
vestigation of Magistrates’ courts,

yesterday that during 1927 
1928 he had helped Patrolmen 
James J. Quinlivan and William M. 
O’Connor collect at least $7500 a 
month graft from 125 or more 
speakeasies on the Upper West 
Side. 

‘Levey said the collection rate was 
$100 a month for large speakeasies 
and $50 for smaller ones. If col- 
lections were made generally at 
this rate, the reputed 32,000 liquor 
resorts in New York City would 
pay off more than $20,000,000 a 
year. a 

This testimony followed Quin- 
livan’s refusal, on the ground that 
it might incriminate him, to an- 
swer questions about $58,000 which 
was deposited by his wife in four 
banks during the last four and a 
half years. ; 

This period corresponds roughly 
to that in which Quinlivan and 
O’Connor became partners as vice 
squad plainclothes men on the staff 
of Inspector William F. Day. In- 
spector Day was among four in- 
spectors retired last spring by 
Commissioner Whalen. 

Speakeasy a Side Issue. 

The speakeasy was only a side 
issue in the chain of testimony in- 
troduced by Irving Ben Cooper into 
the records. It did not apply di- 
rectly to the Magistrates’ courts, 
but as it. was completed, Seabury

Judge Faris Granfs Injunction 
to Protect 1500 Lodge 
Investors. 


An injunction against the fore-. 


closure sale of the $1,000,000 Py- 
thian Building, at Grand and Del- 
mar boulevards, advertised for to- 
morrow, was granted by Federa! 
Judge Faris today, in order te pro- 
tect 1500 members of the Enights 
of Pythias lodge who have invested 


$250,000 in the structure and are 
unsecured creditors of the Pythian 
Building Co. 

The injunction will run for 20 
days, Judge Faris ruled, “until aft- 
er the election of a trustee in bank - 
ruptcy, who will administer the 
claims of all creditors equally.” An 
involuntary petition in bankruptcy 
and suit for a receivership were 
filed in Federal Court yesterday. 

Judge Faria’ ruling indicates that 
he will not appoint a receiver. It 
has been his expressed policy not to 
appoint receivers if he can avoid 
doing so, because most receivers, 
he has found, fail to operate at a 
profit. 

“It has been my practice,” Judge 
Faris said, in issuing the injunc- 
tion, “not to permit secured cred- 
itors to take property and walk off 
with it, while there are a number 
of unsetured creditors whose 
claims might be taken care of in 
time.” — 

Edward Ettinger, treasurer of 
the building company, explained 
that failure of: members of the 
Knights of Pythias to pay about 
$250,000 in pledged subscriptions 
to the fund from which the build- 
Ing was constructed was responsi- 
ble for the financial difficulties of 
the company. 

The building, ereeted two years 
ago, is encumbered by bonds aggre- 
gating $550,000 and mechanics’ 
liens for $66,000, according to the 
suits filed yesterday. 

Plaintiffs are Michael J. Ryan 
Harry R. Brindle and J. 8, Mitchell, 
who invested in the project.

Science Hasn’t Made Happiness; 
- Life Too Hurried, Says Einstein 


Declares Mankind Hias Not Learned Sensible 
Use of Knowledge—Chief Problems 
Those of Labor and Distribution.

PASADENA, Cal., Feb. 17.— 


Civilization has failed to make use 
of applied science, Albert Einstein, 
German physicist, told several hun- 
| dred students of the Califorrnia In- 
stitute of Technology yesterday. 

“Why does this magnificent ap- 
plied science which saves work 
and makes life easier bring us so 
little happiness?” he said. “The 
simple answer runs: ‘Because we 
have not yet learned to make sen- 
Sible use of it.’ 

“In war, it serves that we may 
poison and mutilate each other. In 
peace, it has made our lives hub- 
ried and uncertain. Instead of 


\; freeing us in great measure from 


spiritually exhausting labor, it. has 


ery, who for the most part com- 
plete their monotonous, long day's 
work with disgust and must con- 
tinually tremble for their poor ra- 
tions.” 

“You will be thinking that the 
old man sings an ugly song,” he 
eontinued. “I do it, however, with 
a good purpose, in order to point 
out a consequence. 

Man the Chief Concern. 

“It is not enough that you should 
understand about applied science 
in order that your work may _in- 
crease man’s blessings. Concern 
for the man himself and his fate

lems of the organization of labor 
and the distribution of goods—in 
order that the creations of our 
mind -shall be a blessing and not 
a curse to mankind.

“ft could sing a‘hymn of praise 
to the refrain of the splendid prog- 
ress in applied science that we have 
already made and the erormous 
further progress you will bring 
about.

“But it lies far from my thought 
to speak in this way.

[ am reminded in this connection 
‘of the young man who had mar- 
ried a not very attractive wife and 
was asked whether he was happy. 
He answered thus: ‘If I wished to 
speak the truth, then I would have 
to lie.’ 


“So is it also with me. Just 
consider a quite uncivilized Indian, 
whether his experience is less rich 
and happy than that of the aver- 
age civilized man. I hardly think 
so. 
“There lies a deep meaning in 
the fact that the children of all 
civilized countries are so fond of 
playing Indian.”

Stephenson, president of the 
|American Bankers’ Association, at- 
tacked installment buying and 
called for debunking of the Ameri- 
can standard of living in an ad- 
dress today before the business pol- 
icy forum of the School of Busi- 
ness and Civic Administration of 
the College of the City of New 
York. 

“In some directions we see peo- 
ple ruined by food overproduction,” 
he said, ‘‘and in others we see our 
people starving because they have 
produced no food, These are in- 
congruities that seem more conson- 
ant with backward China than this 
great modern country in which hu- 
man civilization and progress are 
Supposed to have reached _ their 
highest development.” 

AS an example of the “false busi- 
ness philosophy” which he blamed 
for the present economic doldrums, 
Stephenson cited expansion of 
credit machinery both in the spec- 
ulative security markets and in 
consumer markets through the in- 
stallment system.

Party of Scientists Will Explore 
“Lost World” by Land and 

' war. -

NEW YORK, Feb. 17.—A _  pro- 
posed scientific expedition into the 
“Lost World’ of Southenr Vene- 
zuela by land and by air is de- 
scribed by the New York Times. 

The sponsors. are the American 
Geographical Society, the American 
Museum of Natural History and the 
New York Botanical Society. A 
dozen scientists, equipped with 
three planes, plan to startin August 
and spend six months in the field. 
They expect to cover 160,0v0 
square miles in the _ vicinity of 
Mount Roraima. 

G. H. H. Tate, assistant curator 
of mammals in the museum, will 
head the party. Others will be 
Charles Hitchcock, representing the 
Geographical Society; Capt. Ashley 
C. McKinley of St. Louis, third in 
command on the Byrd expedition;

sota avenue, last night. He is op- 
posed for the nomination by Jules 
R. Field, Mayor Miller’s secretary. 


Field says the issue is one of 
leadership and Neun says it cen- 
ters about control of city finances 
through getting a majority on the 
Board of. Estimate & Apportion- 
ment. The Mayor, aldermanic pres- 
ident and (C»mptroller comprise 
the board. Neun  detlared last 
night: 

“I have been faithful in my work 
and have given the citizens my best 
efforts... I think I am entitled to 
be re-elected on my record, but in 
view of the fact that the Miller 
machine is against me, it will be 
up to the public to state whether 
they want me as president of the 
Board of Aldermen, acting as I see 
fit on all questions for the public 
welfare, or whether they want to 
place Mayor Miller’s secretary in 
that position, so that the Mayor 
will be able to control th: Board 
of Estimate & Apportionment, and 
also be able to build up one of the 
greatest political machines this city 
has ever seen.” 

Neun said his record never had 
been criticised but that the press 
repeatedly have given him favor- 
able mention. ‘ 

Handling of Bridge Problem. 

One of the civic activities he 
stressed was the handling of the 
river bridge problem. As a result 
of the Aldermanic action, the Ter- 
minal Hailroad is preparing to

MISSOURI SENATE PASSES 
$250,000 DROUTH MEASUHE

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 17.— 
The Missouri Senate today com- 
pleted action on the first bill to 


pass both branches of the Missouri

Parley Delayed Till After- 
noon So Mahatma Can

NEW DELHI, India, Féb. 17.— 
For four hours this afternoon Ma- 
hatma Gandhi, Nationalist leader, 
and Viceroy Lord Irwin, represen- 
tative of the British Empire, met 
in one of the strangest peace con- 
ferences in history. Neither would 
say much about what they dis- 
cussed, but they let it be under- 
stood that their meeting had been 
mutually satisfactory and that they 
would zcontinue their talk tomor- 
row. 

Gandhi, emerging from the con- 
ference, said; “I'm satisfied, even

optimistic.” 
The negotiations, which could 
have begun this morning, were 


postponed until early afternoon so 
Gandhi might finish his spinning, 
a rite he carries out daily to sym- 
polize the necessity of the boycott 
against British-made cloth. 

Lord Irwin hoped in the negotia- 
tions to persuade Gandhi to call 
off the civil disobedience cam- 
paign and collaborate in the work- 
ing out of a federatfon and de- 
minion status for India in pursu- 
ance of the plans evolved at the 
Indian Round Table Conference.

A clew to it is to be had from the fact that, under 
the present law, the Veterans’ Bureau has made 
1,385,000 loans. Loans on the certificates by banks 
and trust companies increase this total by 140,- 
000. So that more than half of the 3,400,000 cer 
tificate holders have not borrowed on them. Assum- 
ing—and we believe it is a fair assumption—that this 
proportion will remain more or less constant, outlay 
under the Bacharach bill should be something like 
$850,000,000. From this figure, of course, must be 
deducted the amount of loans already outstanding, 
or $293,000,000. Thus, if the Bacharach bill is passed, 
the Treasury will probably be requiréd to raise some

Under the plan adopted when the adjusted service 
certificate act was passed, the Treasury has been 
putting aside more than $100,000,000 a year to retire 
the certificates. when they come due, and the fund 
on Jan. 81 contained $756,000,000. This sum, however, 
is not available in but is invested in Govern- 
ment securities. et eaten to the cash plan, 
namely, that for the Government to attémpt to raise 
a large amount of money at this time would unsettle 
the bond market, applies also to the Bacharach Dill 
but in much less degree.

QUEEN OF THE FLYING RINGS. 

Back in the small towns is where Lilliau Leitzel 
will be missed most. Not that the cities did not 
know and admire her, for they did.

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INSULL AND LA GUARDIA. 

With that theatrical flourish so characteristic of 
him, La Guardia of New York waived congressional 
immunity and read his reply to Martin Insull’s recent 
radio speech: from the steps of the House Office 
Building to an audience of newspaper men and chance 
passers-by. It was a vigorous and powerful statement 
of the case against the so-called Power Trust. whose 
existence Mr. Insull denied—its watered valuations, 
its exorbitant rates, its control of utility commis- 
sions and its system of propaganda by which college 
professors have been subsidized, textbooks corrupted 
and newspapers transformed into public utility hand- 
bills. 

Mr. Insull said the Power Trust is a myth. Mr. 
La Guardia said it is “a greedy and vicious associa- 
tion of electric power interests,” adding that the 
Insull interests belong to it. Mr. Insull said that 
power rates are adequately regulated by state com- 
missions. Mr. La Guardia retorted that the Insull 
family should be the last to talk about state regula- 
tion in the light of the Frank L. Smith incident. He 
recalled that Samuel Insull, Martin’s brother. contrib- 
uted more than $200,000 to the Smith senatorial 
campaign fund at a time when Smith was chairman 
of the Illinois Commerce Commission, which had 


jurisdiction over Insull utilities. “The truth is,” he |

impoverishment of the dry cause is plainly apparent 
when such moldering skeletons are dragged out of 
the forgotten past. . 


Hugh L. Cooper, the American engineer, talked 
about Russia in hie interview in Sunday’s Post-Dis 
patch. It is Russia at work in its shirt sleeves that 
Mr. Cooper knows. The five-year plan, which he 
describes as a “tremendous engineering project,” is 
the first step in the program to industrialize that 
agricultural country. Yet this plan cells for an ex- 
penditure of $30,000,000,000. The United States has 
already profited from this undertaking. Last year we 
sold $150,000,000 worth of goods to Russia as against 
the $20,000,000 worth of goods we bought. In the 
next 25 or 30 years, Mr. Cooper says, Russia will 
invest approximately $100,000,000,000 in new enter- 
prises. We ought to get our share of that business, 
he vehemently insists, and he places it at $1,000,000,- 
000 a year. 

Other nations are alive to the possibilities of 
gainful relation with Russia. He cites the “attractive 
trade agreement” Italy has just made with the 
Soviets, and the arrangement with England by which 
Russia is pledged not to sell cotton goods in any part 
of the British Empire. 

As to the Russian practice of “dumping” goods, of 
which we have heard so much, Mr. Cooper disposes 
of that nonsense. Russia, he asserts, wants the high- 
est prices obtainable for her products and would be 
glad to enter into international trade agreements for 
the stabilization of world markets. Especially would 
Russia welcome. an opportunity to make such an 
agreement with the United States, since we have the 
things she particularly needs. 

As to communism, Mr. Cooper thinks it cannot 
survive. Russia is today saving and slaving for an 
ideal. The ideal is material prosperity, something 
the people of Russia knew little about under the 
Czars. But when Russia arrives, industrially, when 
she comes into her own, so to speak, Mr. Cooper be- 
lieves that some modified system of property otwner- 
ship Will have to be adopted. Just when that happy 
estate will be attained, he does not say. Meantime 
the present government is securely established, and 
that is the fact with which the rest of the world 
must reckon. 

Mr. Cooper does not favor diplomatic recognition, 
He considers it unwise, not on account 
of sentimental or. prejudicial reasons, but because 
each nation is so abysmally ignorant of the other. 


‘Though he does not say so, the inference seems fair 


that by doing business with each other we shall 
presently both become sufficiently well acquainted to 
make political intercourse practicable. 

But this American business man is all for trading 
with Russia and is profanely impatient with our 
neglectful attitude toward this wonderful oppor- 
tunity. He speaks from knowledge, not from opinion. 
As engineer in charge of the construction of the 
hydro-electric plant on the Dnieper River—the biggest 
plant of its kind in the world, by the way—he has 
learned about Russia from actual contact. He talks 
in the terms of salesmanship. It is language which 
any government, seemingly. ought to listen to in 
such a time of depression like this. _ 
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THE FLEA AGAIN IS MAGNIFIED. 

To most of us the flea has been an occasional! irri- 
tant, chiefly encountered on our pet dog, Bozo, or on 
camping trips, even though Mark Twain extolled its 
virtues over all living creatures in hopping, and 
though patient showmen have hitched it to diminu- 
tive wagons, taught it to go through hoops, and al- 
most everything but vote Republican. But now come 
the scientists with the statement that they have estab- 
lished the fact that fleas that bite rats spread typhus 
fever. 3 

It is just another of those things that add to life’s 
complications. Bozo’s life will be made miserable by 
being tossed into a carbolic bath every time he exer- 
cises his right hind leg; camping trips will be made 
only with a complete supply of typhus serum, rdt 
poison and extreme hardihood. We could boil the 
drinking water, but the flea will be a bit hard to 
catch in order to boil and kill the typhus germs. 

Perhaps the scientists were right in announcing 
their findings, but with so many of us fond of dogs 
and camping, we question their justification. The 
only comfort lies in the fact that the fleas were 
ground up before they gave the guinea pigs typhus 
fever, and few of us will go to that trouble. .

How Agriculture Can Come Back 


Distress on farms caused by world surplus, filling of marginal lands, high taxes, lack of 
political strength and genera! depression, says Dean of Missouri Agricultural Col- 
lege; urges more economic production and abandonment of poor land; would equal- 
ize tax burden and adjust price levels; long-time credits also needed for rehabilitation.

GRICULTURE is at the cruss roads. So 
A tninis Dean F. B. Mumford of the Mis- 
souri College of Agriculture. 

“Important changes have occurred—or 
are occurring—which wil] require both a re- 
adjustment in agricultural methods and in 
our thinking,” he declared. 

Then Dean Mumford went on to explain 
the forces which have reduced the farmer 
from a symbol of American prosperity to one 
of poverty. Twenty per cent taxes, high- 
priced goods which he must buy, competition 
from poor farmers on poor land, and lack 
of political strength in the nation’s counsels 
were some of the causes which Dean Mum- 
ford described. But let him describe it: 

“For the past 100 years the agricultural 
industry has depended for its profits pri- 
marily upon increases in land values. The 
farmer has been willing to produce food at 
a very low cost and even at a loss, because 
under conditions generally existing he was 
almost certain that his farm would increase 
in value and thus add to his wealth. He 
has been willing to subject himself and his 
family to the certain hardships of frontier 
life and pioneer living in order that he might 
make for himself and for his family a home. 
This condition no longer exists. Rapid ia- 
creases in jland values in the future are not 
vrobable; hence, the farmer must give sharp- 
er attention to net incomes from actual farm, 
operations. 

“Along with all- other classes of people, 
the farmer’s living costs have increased. He 
finds his present income inadequate to meet 
the necessary costs of modern living. 

“Tn times of good farm prices, thousands 
of inefficient farmers were encouraged to 
settle on land of low fertility. Such marginal 
land has increased the total production and 
provided a living in periods of high prices, 
but under ordinary conditions such iand 
cannot provide a living for such farmers. 
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“The taxes on farm lands are now se 
high as to be confiecatory under some condi- 
tions. The Missouri farmer is paying out 
approximately 20 per cent of his net income 
for taxes. No industry working on such low 
margins of profit as agriculture can endure 
such a drain on its resources. 

“After the war every nation encouraged 
agricultural production. The result is a 
world surplus of agricultural commodities 
and correspondingly decreased prices. ‘Co-

Today every farm worker feéds 11 people 

besides himself, and his production is tree 

times as much per worker as in Europe. In 
1900, each farmer boasted $131 worth of 
machinery: today he bemoans his poverty 
which can afford only $423 worth. 

Charge the cost of this progress to science. 
Every dollar spent in research has brought 
back $500 income. The total amount spent 
has been paltry—iess than two cents per an- 
hum per acre, or $2.50 for every $1000 worth 
of farm products. 

Science has spent its meager funds-and 
engaged its minds profitably and effective- 
ily. But the American  politico-economic 
policy has put to naught fts efforts. Take 
a few examples: The farm price index was 
103 in 1910 and today it is 138. That looks 
good. But contrast with that the cost of 
production, which has gone up from 9§§ to 
151; living costs, from 98 to 162; taxes, from 
100 to 263: farm wages paid, from $7 to 
170; freight rates on principal farm prod- 
ucts, from 100 to 156. 


In the samme time industrial wages entering 
into the cost of commodities bought by the 
farmer have risen from an index figure of 
101 to 236. Increased wages fostered by the 
American system have hurt the producers 
of foodstuffs just that much. 

Iowa's corn tneome is 42 per cent less 
when there is 20 per cent overproduction: 
and 25 per cent more when the production 
is 20 per cent short. Minnesota's potato 
income is 50 per cent lees when there is a 
20 per cent overproduction: and 28 per 
cen: more when the crop is 20 per cent 
short. 

Grain produced per capita in the United 
States in 18900 was 2794 pounds. It had 
dedreased to 2243pounds in 1927, yet there 
is a surplus. How and why? 

The number of cattle, hogs and sheep 
have shown a decrease varying from § to 
40 per cent since 1900, in the facé of an in- 
crease in population of 60 per cent, and yet 
“the farming business will adjust itself when 
population catches up.” How? 

Here is part of the answer of what in- 
dustrialism ts doing. In 1909 agricultural 
exports were 55 per cent of our total: in 
1929 they were only 35 per cent. In 1909 
the excess of agricultural] exports ever im- 
ports wag $214,000.000: in 1929 the excess 
ot imports was $244,000,000,. a complete re- 
versal representing a shift of $590,.000.006. 

Only the farmers themselves can attack 
the last four items of Dean Mumford's pro- 
gram. Science cannot penetrate such a maze 
of public policy and political discussion. 
Farmers must set up a balance of power in

1931 Screen-Grid Dr. Harvey G. Mudd, surgeon, 
took the stand before a jury in 
Circuit Judge Hoffmeister’s court 
today in the trial of the $100,000 
damage suit brought against him 
by Mrs. Annalee Hoxsey of Mexico, 
Mo. 

Mrs. Hoxsey charges that a piece 
of surgeon's gause or “sponge” was 
left in her following an operation 
performed by Dr. Mudd at  S&St. 
Luke’s Hospital, June 3, 1929, and 
she was not relieved of it until 77 
days later. Her suit avers negli- 
gence on the part of the dector in 
not seeing that a foreign article 
was removed before the wound 
was closed. 

In his testimony Dr. Mudd told 
about the system in hospitals by 
which a check is kept on pieces of 
gauze used in an Operation. They 
are furnished by the hospital, 20 
in a bundle, he said, and when the 
doctors have finished with them 
they are thrown in a basin; later 
they are hung on two rows of 
hooks, 10 in each row, in sight of 
everyone in the room. “When we 
are ready to close the wound,’”’ Dr. 
Mudd testified, “the nurses are 
asked if the ‘sponge count’ is cor- 
rect.”” The surgeons, he stated, do 
mot undertake to make the count, 
that being part of the hospital 
service. Two nurses attend to this 
count. 

Dr. Mudd said “sponges” were 
not used for packing in Mrs. Hox- 
sey'’s case, but were used to clear 
the operating field; he was unable 
to say how many there were.; He 
added he inspected the wound be- 
fore closing it and no foreign body 
was present. If the “sponge” had 
been left in, it could have been 
seen, he told the jury. 

The surgeon expressed the opin- 
ion that, judging from the history 
of Mrs. Hoxsey’s case, her claim is 
not consistent. He declared he 
never heard of @ gauze sponge 
eroding from the peritoneal cavity 
into the intestinal region. He was 
assisted in the operation by Dr. O. 
R. Sevin, who, with a number of 
other doctors, testified for the de- 
fense. A hospital nurse testified 
the “sponge-count”’ checked up cor- 
rectly. 

Dr. Mudd said he had known 
Mrs. Hoxsey for years and operat- 
ed on her mother and two sisters 
prior to her operation. The sur- 
gical “sponge” in controversy has 
been used as an exhibit at the 
trial, which began eight days ago. 

Mrs. Hoxsey is the wife of T. J. 
Hoxsey, proprietor of the Hoxsey 
Hotel at Mexico. He has a suit 
pending against Dr. Mudd for $93,- 
000 based on his wife's case.

You’d think it all as civilized as 
a pink tea from the nonchalant 
way Dr. Mead tells of her adven- 
tures while sitting behind her desk 
at the American Museum of Nat- 
ural History, where she is assistant 
curator of ethnology. This frank 
young woman who looks about 16 
with her hair bobbed in bangs, and 
candid brown eyes bespectacled in 
gold rims, can tell more hair-rais- 
ing stories in a matter-of-fact voice 


She'll tell you, for instance, 
about how she calmly cut off a na- 
tive’s toe with a razor when it had 
been half bitten away by a deep- 
sea fish.
